eſtares,cqually intereſted in the common good ofthe County,didiake boldn:s 

to come 1n perſon to Yorke, and were ready to attend his Majeſties pleaſure 
there. And whereas his Majeſty was pleaſed then topropound leverall things 

to the purpoſe aforeſaid , at the meeting of the Country, to conſider a fit an- 
ſwer to returne to his Majeſty thereupon, the doores of the meeting houſe 
were ſhut againſt us, we utterly excluded, and in our abſ:nce a "7: of 
Knights and Gentlemen choſen wich-ut our knowledge or conſent to draw 

up the fa'd anſwer: Wethe Free-to!ders who petitioned his Majeſty the day 
above ſaid , concerning our ſelves abundantly injured in the election (not 
knowing any warrant by writ or otherwiſe for the ſame' of the ſaid Referree, & 
that we cught not however to be concluded by any reſolution of theirs with- 
outour aflentin theirel:Rion ; doeabſolutely proteſt and declare againſt the 
laid election ; and as farre as concernes us diſayow whatſoever ſhall be the re- 
Jult of their conſultation thereupon, and doe deſire anew andfaire election o'a 
Referree m:y be mace, we admittedto our free Votes in the ſame , and ſome 
one or more to be nominated by vs, allow2d todeliver our ſenſe for us at ano- 

t! ermeeting : And thatwe ſhall not make gocd in theleaſtr. ſp any thng 
whatſoever which ſhall otherwiſe bz concluded upon.

for the reaſons then delivered by Vs,to have a Guard to ſecure and defend our per- 
ſon,and deſired therein the concurrence and alviſtance of the Gentry of this County. And where- 
as divers Gentlemen ofthis County for many reaſons and occaſions could not then appeareto 
receive Our pleaſire in that behalfe,whereunto divers have ſubſcribed, We havetherfore thought 
good hereby to give noticeas well to thoſe Gentlemen who were nor then preſent, as to thoſe 
which did then attend Vs, That our Commandis, that as well thoſe Gentlemen who are char- 
ged with horſe, as others, appeare at Yorke upon Friday the 20.0f this moneth, in ſuch manner 
and equipage as will be convenient forthe guard of Our Perſon. And We require and command 
thatin the intrim no other Warrants, Order, or Command whatſoever ſhall diſtra& or hinder 
this Our ſervice. And we further wil & command,thatthis our Order be forthwith publiſhed by 
the Sheriffe of this Our County, for which this ſhall be ſufficient Warrant. Ciiven at Our Court 
at Yorke the 14. day of May,in the eighteenth yeare of Qur reigne.
